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and plan far enough in the future to 
provide a place for the tens of thous- 
ands of men and women who will be 
demobilized, and who will have to 
have a place where they can provide 
themselves feed, raiment and shel- 
ter? . 

_ We have millions of ‘acres of land 
suitable for agticulture and stock- 
raising. But will they all want to be 
farmers? We have thousands of fam- 
ilies who would like, and who need a 
new and modern home. But could 
they all be absorbed in the building 
trades? We have thousands of towns 
and cities where parks, public im- 
provements such as sewer lines, pav- 


ed streets, parks and so on are need- 


ed. But will they all cater to this 
type of work, and can they be used 
‘there? It really is a colossal problem. 

The plam suggested to the Domin- 
ion parliament is a step in the right 
direction, When analized, it seems 
that even it leaves many questions 
of post war Canada definitely unan- 
swered,, The billions of dollars now 
used for war will be needed just as 
badly for peace. The men and women 
now in the gervices and in prison 
camps will need feeding just as badly 


| after the war ag they do now. They 


will be at liberty then to earn their 
own, if work guitable for them can 
be found, This question should seceive 
careful afd painstaking study. We 
recall that after the last war, about 
the only plan for rehabilitation was 
farming. Many city-raised teturned 
men tried farming, The fact that 
they did not succeed was not sur- 
prising. They were not raised on a 
farm, and while many think _ that 
anyone can be a success as a farmer, 
there is a fundamental training and 
a necessary love for the sojl and for 
the livestock that goes with a farm, 
that needs to be there before anyone 


‘| can succeed in any type of farming. 


The future must be faced, Our men 
and women in the services must be 
gainfully employed and at work they 
enjoy and are fitted for. We are go- 
ing to demobilize an army of tech- 
nicians and any program for their re- 
establishment must be laid down 
with an eye to the fact that they are 
not horse and buggy men and women 
but men and women trained to speed, 
precision and efficiency. While our 
law makerg must meet the question 
of the day, they should work with 
one ear to the ground and eye to the 
future when the boys and girls of to- 
day, being absorbed into the service, 
will be the men and women of tomor- 
row demobilized, and looking for a 
place in the social and economic set 
up of Canada and the world.
